Tucson Wants Townships Set 


A part as Reserves. 


Historic Printing Press Is 


_ Found in Tombstone. 


Greenlee County in Trouble 


Over Tax Payments. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times.) 

TUCSON (Ariz.) Nov. 17.—The City 
Council has passed resolutions re- 
questing the forestry service of the 
Agricultural Department to set apart 
three townships in the Coronado For- 
est Reserve to protect the water rights 
of the city of Tucson and reserve pos- 
sible dam sites and powder-plant 
locations. The land asked for in- 
cludes the Sabino, Bear and Sycamore 
canyons'in the Santa Catalina Moun- 
tains. 

For December 6 has been called an 
election on the question of issuing 
$45,000 in bonds, to supplement the 
present imadequate school facilities. 

Much opposition has been manifest- 


ed to the organization of a Spanish- 
speaking cumpany of the National 
Guard in Tucson, and five of the pros- 
pective members have even suffered 
physical assault at the hands of Mex- 
ican residents, who disapprove of the 
idea of coercion at arms. The move- 
ment is being assisted in eVery way 
possible by the members of Co. K, 
an efficient National Guard organiza- 
tion already existent in this city. Gov. 
Hunt has written a strong letter, ex- 
pressing gratification over the forma- 
tion of the new company, in which he 
states: “I feel sure there will be rep- 
resented so much ability and good 
citizenship that it could not do other- 
wise than succeed.” Of the sixty re- 
cruitey $0 per cent. are natives of the 
United States. » 

FIND OLD PRINTING PRESS. 

A number of tiocal Printers 
have unboxed, set up and placed 
in working condition in the rooms 
of the Arizona Historical So- 
clety a Washington hand press 
of rare historic value. It is the first 
Press ever used in Arizona, brought 
around the Horn and hauled overland 
from Guaymas to Tubac, where it 
was used in the publication of Ari- 
zona‘'s first newspaper, The Arizonan, 
in the early 60's. It was in use later 
in Tucson, but at the latest came from 
Tombstone, where it had served in 
the publication of the old-time Week- 
ly Epitaph and the wore modern 
Prospector. The press was presented 
to the Historical Society by William 
Hattich, owner of the Prospector. 

Tucson now is practically upon two 
main lines, inasmuch as the Rock Is- 
land passenger and freight traffic 
comes to its door directly, here to 
be transferred westward to the South- 
ern Pacific. The first passenger train, 
the Golden State Limited, came 
through strictly on time.

QUARREL OVER TAXES. 
AUDITING CAUSES TROUBLE. 
[Special Corréspondence of The Times } 
CLIFTON (Ariz.) Nov. 17.—Ninety 
per cent. of the taxes of the county 


of Greenlee are paid by three mining 


corporations, the Arizona Copper 
Company, Limited, the Detroit Mining 
Company and the Shannon Copper 
Mining Company. For the current 
year, of the total receipts of the 
county, $392,000, only $38,000 will be 
raised from sources outside of these 
three companies. The companies 
naturally desire to assure economy in 
the disbursement of the moneys and 
have therefore combined in thé pay- 
ment of an auditor, who has made 
public reports concerning the admin- 
istration of county affairs. The Coun- 
ty Supervisors have duarreled with 
two Auditors appointed. H. E. Bru- 
backer has been removed by the 
beard on the ground that “the ac- 
counts of the county are supposed to 
be audited by disinterested persons.” 

J. W. Bennie, general manager of 
the Shannon Company, representing 
the three companies especially inter- 
ested, has addressed a letter to the 
principal minor taxpayers of the coun- 
ty asking if “the representative of the 
three largest taxpayers of the county 
would not be considered a more disin- 
terested party to audit the county ac- 
counts than anyone else who could 
possibly be selected for the work.” 
He has also addressed the Supervisors 
deciaring that a certain read, now 
claimed to be completed, has been 
constructed almost without regard to 
the specifications. The situation is a 
most unique one. But the companies 
are standing firm upon what they be- 


lieve their rights for investigation, at 
least, of the county expenditures, 
while the members of board ex- 
hibit resentment over continued 
inquiry into their actions.

Charlies Kassel, an Englishman, has 
reviewed the biographies of most of 
the eminent people of the world’s 
histories, and tabulated the results so 
far as the color of the hair is con- 
cerned.

Leaving this carding ma- 
chine the asbestos is combed smooth- 
ly and the fibers are laid parallel in 
uniform mass. 

: The next step is to treat this mass 
in a rotary spinning machine. First, 
the mass is spun into a coarse yarn. 
Then it is drawn and spun until it 
becomes fine and quite strong. In 
case a hard, strong thread is required 
for certain fabrics, the asbestos yarn 
is placed in a doubling and twisting 
machine, where two or more of the 
yarn threads are combined. If the 
asbestos is to be impregnated with 
rubber a smooth, hard finished thread 
is not desirable. 

For a long time the problem of 
spinning asbestos presented many 
difficulties, by reason of the manner 
in which the threads persisted in 
slipping past one another. Even- 
tually it was found that, under the 
microscope, a thread of asbestos dis 
played a notched surface, and that 
by means of special twisting the 
spinning could be successfully ac- 
complished. The result is that, after 
many years of experiment, manafac- 
turers nowadays are able to turn out 
a single asbestos thread 100 yards in 
length and not exceeding an ounce in 
weight.
